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ANEQ: grève le 15 nov.

Les militants-es d'associations 
membres de l'ANEQ ne dormiront 
pas de sitôt cette session-ci. 

En fin de semaine, à une session 
de formation de l'Association na- 
tionale des étudiants-es du Québec 
(ANEQ) au CEGEP de Victoriaville, 
nos braves agents de mobilisation 
se sont en effet donné un horaire 
politique des plus chargés pour la 
rentrée. 

Une rentrée qui sera bruyante et 
militante, et qui débouchera sur un 
congrès d'unification' du mouve- 
ment de revendication étudiante et, 
indication on ne peut plus claire de 
la perte totale de crédibilité du PQ 
chez les jeunes, sur un débrayage 
général contre la loi 32. La date de 
grève: le très symbolique 15 
novembre, gifle magistrale aux 
néo-duplessistes au pouvoir depuis 
7 ans. 

Les différents, ateliers thémati- 
ques et plénières de discussion du 
weekend furent organisés en fonc- 
tion des priorités d'action politique 
décidées au XVIe congrès (partie 
II), qui a eu lieu à St-Hyaclnthe au 
début de juin. A ce congrès, les 
délégations locales, dont celle de 
McGill, mirent- l'accent sur la 
nécessité de lancer une campagne 
d'adhésion à l'ANEQ et d'unité étu- 
diante. Cette campagne devra pro- 
céder à même les préoccupations 
et les priorités de lutte des associa- 
tions locales, de manière à 
favoriser la mobilisation large et la 
participation accrue des membres 
au sein de l'ANEQ. 

Cette campagne s'articulera 
autour de certains thèmes proches 
des problèmes de la population étu- 
diante èt de la jeunesse dans son 
ensemble. 

Pour citer le document d'analyse 
et de propositions du Conseil Cen- 
tral, instance de représentation 
régionale proportionnelle élue en 
congrès, les axes stratégiques de 
l'ANEQ seront: \ 

- le chômage et les conditions 
financières, liés de fâçon 
générale au thème de l'emploi 
chez les jeunes, eu égard aux 
politiques gouvernementales in- 
suffisantes en la matière...; 

- la répression...; 

- la Loi 32, adoptée contre la 
volonté d'une majorité 
d'associations, et qui a su in- 
staurer un nouveau régime, 
celui de l'ingérence 
gouvernementale la plus 
éhontée; 

- la qualité de l'éducation et son 
accessibilité, affectées par les 
■■.contre-réformes, que sont 
venus sanctionner brutalement 
au printemps dernier les décrets 
105 et 111; 

- l'effort pour regrouper sur une 
base indépendante les organisa- 
tions des jeunes qui s'enten- 
dent pour mobiliser sur un cer- 
tain nombre de revendications 
communes; 



- Loi 32 
Qans le dossier reconnaissance, 
l'ANEQ mènera une campagne vi- 
sant à rendre inapplicable la loi- 
cadre 32, en tenant des 
assemblées ou sessions d'informa- 
tion dans les établissements locaux 
pour convaincre les étudiants-es de 
refuser de se prêter aux échéan- 
ciers fixés par le gouvernement 
pour l'accréditation automatique 
(prévue en vertu d'une clause tran- 
sitoire de la loi) et de boycotter la 
mise en pratique de la loi au com- 
plet. Il fut. également décidé de 
tenir des conférences de presse, 
de publier des annonces dans les 
journaux, de produire une 
brochure, tout en fonction de la 
mobilisation du 15 novembre. 
Emploi ou pleine compensation 
L'ANEQ entend créer une cons- 
cientisation sur un thème déjà 
prôné par les syndicats et une 
multitude de groupes populaires: 
"Un emploi convenable ou un 
revenu décent". 

La centrale étudiante promouvra 
des débats locaux et favorisera le 
regroupement des groupes de 
jeunes autour d'une plateforme 
commune comprenant les reven- 
dications suivantes: majoration des 
versements de l'aide sociale pour 
les 250,000 assistés-es sociaux- 
ales en bas de 30 ans (à l'heure ac- 
tuelle, ils restent fixés à 
147$/mois) au même barème que 
ceux que reçoivent les bénéficiaires 
de plus de 30 ans; gratuité 
scolaire, une revendication histori-' 
que depuis le tournant des années 
soixante; l'autonomie des 
organisations face aux projets de 
"cheap labour" dévalorisants (Ac- 
tion Jeunes Volontaires, service 
civil); le plein emploi. 

A ce sujet, Jean Robitaille, 
secrétaire au programme de 
l'ANEQ, affirmait que l'emploi con- 
stituerait le fil conducteur de l'ac- 
tion anéquienne: 

"L'esprit de fond qui recoupe 
l'ensemble du plan de travail veut 
décloisonner les différentes 
hypothèses d'alternatives politi- 
ques pour le mouvement étudiant 
et de la jeunesse... Les débats au 
sujet des contre-réformes dans 
renseignement servent aussi de 
perspectives pour la campagne sur 
l'emploi. Le virage technologique, 
qualifié par certains de virage 
militaire, la formation déqualifiée, 
la guerre psychologique menée 
contre l'intégration économique et 
sociale des femmes et des jeunes, 
ces différents aspects sont liés au 
thème 'conditions de vie et de 
travail des jeunes', avec une atten- 
tion particulière devant être ac- 
cordée à la question-femmes et au 
désarmement." 

Politiques gouvernementales 

L'ANEQ relancera le débat sur 
les effets des coupures et des 
décrets dans le système scolaire è 
partir d'une campagne axée sur la 
question, des barrières, à. l'ac- 



cessibilité (dans ses aspects finan- 
ciers et socio-idéologiques, i.e. 
l'école décrochée du vécu des 
milieux populaires) et sur celle de 
la qualité de la formation offerte. 
Une enquête au niveau local sera 
entreprise dès la fin-septembre sui 
les effets de l'application des lois 
d'exception 105 et 111 et du 
nouveau règlement des études col- 
légiales, qui déqualifie plusieurs 
programmes en les enchaînant aux 
pressions directes de l'entreprise 
privée. 

Comité-femmes 
Conforme au mandat du XVie 
congrès concernant l'organisation 
et le fonctionnement du Comité- 
femmes, un forum des femmes, 
ouvert aux déléguées d'associa- 
tions et aux militantes des collectifs 
féministes de campus tels que 
notre Women's Union de McGill, se 
tiendra à la mi-octobre. Ce forum 
devra formuler des objectifs politi- 
ques pour l'ANEQ sur la question 
des conditions de vie, d'étude et 
d'emploi des étudiantes.

Que savez-vous du Salvador? 
Vous avez peut-être entendu parler 
des plus de 40,000 victimes de la 
répression de la junte 
salvadorienne depuis 1979, ou en- 
core des dizaines de millions de 
dollars envoyés par le gouverne- 
ment US à cette dictature violente 
tant dénoncée par les groupes de 
défense des droits de la. personne. 
C'est probablement l'image qui 
vous vient à l'esprit si vous vous 
êtes un tant soi peu tenus au 
courant des informations provenant 
de ce petit pays d'Amérique cen- 
trale. 

Et il serait difficile de nier .ces 
faits tragiques. Pourtant, il existe 
un autre aspect moins connu de 
cette guerre civile qui semble inter- 
minable. Et c'est un aspect 
beaucoup plus encourageant que 
les manchettes sur les massacres 
commis par l'armée contre les 
paysans ou sur l'intervention 
américaine. Il s'agit de la nouvelle 
société qui se crée lentement dans 
le tiers du territoire national libéré 
par l'opposition populaire du Front 
Farabundo Marti.

Education: Donner les outils 
qui serviront à l'alphabétisa-

Production artisanale: Mettre 
sur pied un atelier de couture 
et de cordonnerie dans le but 
d'offrir un ensemble de 
vêtements de base à environ 
2,500 personnes.

En 1980, 9 individus 
firent parrainer leur participation à 
la course et envoyèrent les fruits de 
leurs efforts (au-delà de 6,000$) 
aux organisations de l'opposition 
salvadorienne. Leur geste a été 
répété en 1981 et 1982: le 20 mai 
1982, 112 coureurs-euses ont 
porté le maillot avec l'inscription: 
"En appui au peuple du 
Salvador". De ce nombre, 85 se 



sont rendus jusqu'à l'arrivée par 
une chaleur de 30°, récoltant 
28,403$ pour les projets de 
développement communautaire 
dans les zones libérées. 1 0% de ce 
montant fut versé au Réseau 
québécois de solidarité avec 
l'Amérique centrale afin de pour- 
suivre le travail d'éducation au 
Québec; 23,000$ ont été envoyés 
au Salvador, laissant un fonds de 
roulement de 2,563$ pour en- 
treprendre la campagne du 
"marathon pour le Salvador" en 
1983. 

Le prochain marathon interna- 
tional de Montréal aura lieu le 25 
septembre 1983, et pour la 
quatrième année de suite, une 
équipe se forme dans le but de 
courir pour les couches pauvres de 
la population du Salvador. Pour ap- 
porter votre soutien, vous pouvez:

Si c'est un prof sym- 
pa, il vous accordera peut-être, quelle gentillesse!, après un 5 minutes de 
lecture, le droit de poser des questions ou de critiquer le contenu, les modes 
d'évaluation, les critères de réussite. Et ça s'arrête là: les questions ter- 
minées, le syllabus, on n'en reparle plus, il est comme coulé dans le ciment, 
inchangeable. 

Certains pensent que le prof est mieux renseigné pour donner la forme qu'il voudra au plan 
de cours et aux modalités d'apprentissage. Et, pour passer Inaperçu en territoire inconnu, 
on ne questionne pas le Savoir compétent, surtout pas dans une institution prestigieuse 
commeMcGIII, et surtout pas si on s'appelle Tremblay, Vaillancourt ou Bélanger. Bref, les 
êtudlants-es, les francophones en tête de liste, sont intimidés-es, ne contestent pas s'ils ne 
sont pas d'accord, et finissent trop souvent par bêtement accepter n'importe quelle formule 
pédagogique suggérée par le prof, on se la boucle et on bûche toute la session pour atteindre 
des objectifs choisis de façon tout à fait anti-démocratique. 

Mais, le syllabus est un document autrement plus important qu'une vulgaire description 
du contenu. Il détermine les conditions du processus de la formation académique pour la- 
quelle vous avez payée. La présentation du programme dans la première semaine de cours 
constitue une étape essentielle de revendications de nos droits à une pédagogie adéquate: 
tout le déroulement d'un cours en découle. 

Mais est-il certain que ce que propose un prof corresponde nécessairement à ce que nous 
voulons, que cela aille dans le sens.de nos besoins et intérêts? Beaucoup de profs donnent 
un enseignement coupé- de la réalité sociale' (p.ex. cours sur le processus politique au' 
Canada, sans un seul texte écrit par un Québécois, de quelque tendance idéologique solt-il), 
imposent des examens Individuels lorsque d'autres formes d'évaluation seraient peut-être 
préférables (travaux d'équipe, ou séminaires), fixent des échéances inadmissibles ou Impo- 
sent une surcharge de travail. - 

Il devient donc de plus en plus nécessaire d'exiger un droit de regard et de décision sur la 
pédagogie, pour devenir des agents actifs de notre propre formation.. Les évaluations des 
profs à la fin de la session, organisées, entre autres, par VArts and Science Undergraduate 
Society (ASUS), sont souvent une perte de temps. Certes, cela permet aux gens de l'année 
suivante de pointer les profs "sadiques", bêtes, endormants, ou perdus dans leurs 
chimères, et donc d'éviter de s'Inscrire à leurs cours. Mais, tout un contingent de victimes 
de la pédagogie répressive et aliénante auront été obligées d'endurer des cours déficients 
pendant une session (3 crédits) ou, pire, une année complète (6 crédits) pour s'en rendre 
compte. 

Pour ce qui est de nous francophones de toutes les origines (qué l'on soit Québécois, com- 
me la majorité des "étrangers" de McGill, Français, Africain, Antillais, ou encore d'origine 
belge comme moi), cela relève d'une crainte parfois viscérale de passer pour un intrus 
tapageur en ce territoire anglo-saxon que de se lever dans un cours, comme je l'ai fait une 
fols, pour exiger une liste de lectures alternatives en français!. 

Et pourtant, nous avons "officiellement" le droit d'écrire nos travaux de session et nos 
examens en français, si le prof est capable de fredonner dans la langue de Brelr ou de 
trouver un pauvre chargé de cours ou moniteur (teaching assistant) bilingue pour lui 
déverser sur la tête une tonne de papier dans ce charabia Incompréhensible pour. lui qu'est 
notré langue maternelle. 

Pourquoi alors ne pas revendiquer, comme droit pédagogique fondamental, le droit d'avoir 
des syllabus en français, des listes de lecture en français (pour compléter les lectures 
obligatoires en anglais), des conférences de discussion en français? Un des mes profs, natif 
de la Grande-Bretagne, et qui parlait mieux le français que beaucoup de profs canadiens 
établis au Québec depuis des décennies, avait organisé, justement, une telle conférence 
hebdomadaire à l'intention de ses étudiants-es francophones. Je vous assure que le niveau 
de discussion théorique s'est avéré beaucoup plus poussé, une fois que le groupe de fran- 
cophones dont je faisais partie avait l'occasion de parler franchement, sans avoir peur de 
bafouiller sur les mots, ou de ne pas trouver la bonne formulation de leùr pensée dans une 
langue qui ne leur est pas toujours familière à 100%. Dans ce cours dont je parle, le groupe 
de discussion francophone a d'ailleurs décroché la plus haute moyenne de la classe. 
' Je vous soumets donc une série de propositions que nous pourrions mettre en pratique 
dès cette semaine. Une amie inscrite à l'UQAM m'a expliqué leur système de négotiation des 
plans de cour. On ne peut évidemment pas traduire directement l'expérience uqamlenne au 
ch.apltre des droits pédagogiques Ici, mais on peut sans doute s'en inspirer. 

A l'UQAM, les étudlants-es ont le droit de 1) négocier le plan de cours et de signer une 
entente avec le prof au début de l'année sur les modes d'évaluation et le contenu; 2) le 
syllabus dolt être conforme quantitativement et qualitativement au descripteur de cours; de 
plus, une revendication pédagogique de l'association étudiante, concernant la charge de 
travail, est que 3) les associations départementales déterminent des normes spécifiques; 4) 
que, en aucun cas, l'examen final ne dolflntervenlr, dans la note globale, pour plus de 50%; 
5) qu'il y ait non-pénalisation des travaux en retard (beaucoup plus d'étudiants-es ne peu- 
vent vivre des prêts-bourses, et doivent en conséquence travailler à temps partiel, ce qui 
enlève sur le temps consacré aux travaux, crise économique mondiale oblige), gratuité des 
notes de cours, co-évaluation collective,... 

Donc, camarades francophones, soyons un peu plus vigilants, militants et, surtout, 
visibles et gueulons plus fort pour exiger des transformations pédagogiques dans le sens de 
nos Intérêts. On compte quand même pour 25-30% de la population étudiante.

(Sherbrooke/PEQ) - Tout observateur des 
interventions des pouvoirs publics dans le 
dossier-jeunesse ne pourra conclure autre- 
ment que par la constatation suivante: 
l'année 1983 en a été une d'offensive 
gouvernementale tous azimuts contre nos 
droits. 

Cette offensive a pris plusieurs formes 
s'attaquant tantôt aux droits des étudiants- 
es et de leurs associations syndicales, tantôt 
à toute la jeunesse. 

Le gouvernement provincial visait à en- 
cadrer les organisations étudiantes par une 
loi-cadre contraignante, la Loi 32 sur l'ac- 
créditation et le financement des associa- 
tions étudiantes, adoptée à la vapeur le 23 
juin dernier juste avant la fin de la session 
parlementaire. Il a aussi grassement financé 
un "Sommet de la Jeunesse" au-dessus 
des organismes des jeunes déjà existants, 
dans le but inavoué, prétendent les mem- 
bres d'une nouvelle coalition autonome des 
groupes de jeunes, de récupérer le discours 
de réformes et de changement social des 
jeunes et de l'assujettir à son projet de 
société de l'austérité. 

Mais les jeunes ne sont pas demeurés in- 
ertes devant ces entreprises gouvernemen- 
tales. Dans le milieu étudiant, l'Association 
nationale des étudiants-es du Québec 
(ANEQ), qui regroupe plus de 125,000 
membres, dont les étudiants-es de McGill, a 
tenu son XVIe congrès dans lequel les 
délégués-es se sont prononcés 1) unanime- 
ment contre le projet de loi 32, qui permet 
une "ingérence inadmissible dans le fonc : 
tionnement autonome 'et démocratique de 
nos associations locales et nationales" 
(mémoire de l'ANEQ sur la LOI 32 à la com- 
mission permanente de l'Assemblée Na- 
tionale sur l'enseignement au début de juin); 
2) contre la tentative du conseil d'ad- 
ministration du Sommet de la jeunesse de se 
hisser à la place des groupes légitimes des 
jeunes; et 3)pour la tenue d'un congrès de 
réunification du mouvement étudiant. 

Des jeunes et des moins jeunes des 
milieux étudiants et populaires ont aussi fait 
entendre leur voix, notamment lors de la 
Grande Marche pour le Plein Emploi 
organisée par les centrales syndicales en 
coopération avec les groupes de jeunes et 
différentes organisations populaires et de 
délense des droits sociaux. Partis de 
Québec, Trots-Rivières, de l'Estrie, du Cen- 
tre du Québec et d'ailleurs, des milliers 
d'étudiants, de travailleurs, de chômeurs et 
d'assistés sociaux ont marché jusqu'à Mon- 
tréal le 28 mai dernier, pour y rejoindre une 
manifestation de 20,000 personnes le 28 
mai dernier réclamant une. politique sociale 
de création d'emploi. 

Quelques dizaines de groupes de jeunes 
de tous les milieux se sont également 
rassemblés, à 'l'appel de l'ANEQ, le 6 août 
pour mettre en commun leurs critiques face 
au Sommet de la Jeunesse et concrétiser 
l'idée d'une alliance autonome de la 
jeunesse contre l'austérité, (cf. The McGill 
Oally, "Dissidence au Sommet", pp.16-17. 
7 septembre 1983). 

Le bilan qui suit dressera un aperçu des 
moments importants de l'été, toutefois nous 
laisserons le soin à d'autres articles et 
dossiers (à paraître bientôt dans les pages 
de y Edition Française) d'approfondir cer- 
tains sujets qui demandent une attention 
particulière: la Loi 32, le chômage chez les 
jeunes, les politiques gouvernementales 
néo-duplesslstes dans les affaires sociales, 
les contre-réformes et coupures dans 
l'enseignement, la répression contre les 
associations étudiantes. 



Congrès de l'ANEQ, 1' partie 

Le Congrès de l'ANEQ s'est déroulé en 
deux parties, la première ayant eu lieu à 
l'Univ. de Sherbrooke, les 25-26-27 mars. 
Ce fut aussi le premier congrès de l'ANEQ 
auquel McGill et Concordia ont participé 
comme membres à part entière. On se rap- 
pelle qu'au début du mois de mars dernier, 
des consultations positives sur l'adhésion à 
l'ANEQ s'étaient tenues dans ces deux in- 
stitutions, qui s'étaient désaffiliées du RAEU 
l'hiver dernier à cause d'un manque de com- 
munication de la part des instances du 
RAEU. 

Au centre des débats: la question de la 
reconnaissance des associations étudiantes, 
et les dégâts faits par l'imposition de l'avis 
juridique du Ministère de l'Education ren- 
dant la perception de la cotisation in- 
dividuelle aux associations locales col- 
légiales non-obligatoire. Ce règlement du 
Ministère sur la cotisation, selon les recher- 
chistes de l'ANEQ, ne visait qu'à préparer le 
terrain à un encadrement juridique des 
associations. 

Le Rassemblement des Associations Etu- 
diantes Universitaires (RAEU), formation 
proche du gouvernement péqulste, se fit le 
promoteur du projet de loi, dans lequel se 
retrouvent les bases de la législation actuelle 
(loi 32). Les délégués-es au congrès de 
l'ANEQ désapprouvèrent le projet législatif, 
considéré trop restrictif (il prévoyait des 
amendes onéreuses pour toute contravention 
aux dispositions juridiques), encadrant et 
dangereux pour l'indépendance politique 
des associations: c'est en effet au Ministère, 
par le biais de ses "agents 
d'accréditation", de décider des modalités 
de reconnaissance et, potentiellement, de la 



Par manque de temps, le congrès décida 
de se réunir en une deuxième partie. 

La vlgile.de l'ANEQ 

Avril 1983: pendant trois semaines, 'des' 
associations membres de l'ANEQ, rejointes 
par une demi-douzaine d'associations non- 
membres et une délégation de la Presse Etu- 
diante du Québec, campèrent à tour de rôle 
sur la colline 'parlementaire à Québec pour 
dénoncer le caractère pernicieux de l'in- 
tervention étatique dans les regroupements 
des étudiants-es. 

D'après l'ANEQ et les syndicats de 
l'enseignement, l'avant-projet de loi 
présenté par le RAEU tendait à circonscrire 
dans des limites étroites la liberté d'associa- 
tion en accordant un pouvoir discrétionnaire 
au ministre au niveau, entre autres, de la 
négotiation des syndicats étudiants avec 
l'administration de l'établissement scolaire. 

Les doutes exprimés sur la collaboration 
RAEU-PQ pour "vendre au rabais" 
l'autonomie étudiante étaient justifiés par le 
caractère similaire qui existe entre les posi- 
tions de la direction du RAEU et du PQ sur 
une série de dossiers-jeunesses (service 
civil, loi 32, contre le Front Commun, in- 
tégration des jeunes sous l'aile protectrice 
de l'Etat), d'autant plus que le RAEU était 
fortement implanté dans la structure 
d'organisation du Sommet de la Jeunesse. 

D'ailleurs, plusieurs allusions du ministre 
de l'Education à l'assemblée nationale au 
sujet des associations étudiantes, et la 
rapidité avec laquelle le RAEU obtenait des 
copies.des documents et plans internes du 
gouvernement (documents qui ne sont pas 
sensés être diffusés), tendaient à confirmer 
les hypothèses formulées à l'ANEQ et dans 
le mouvement autonome de la jeunesse sur 




légitimité des AGE. 

Le moyen d'action envisagé par les con- 
gressistes pour faire valoir l'opposition à la 
loi fut une vigile devant l'Assemblée na- 
tionale pour publiciser la question et une 
campagne de boycottage du processus d'ac- 
créditation étatique à l'automne. 

Malgré des débats houleux portant sur les 
structures à lui conférer, un comité à la con- 
dition féminine fut remis sur pied. Ce com- 
ité, ouvert aux militantes d'associations et 
de comités-femmes du niveau local (dont le' 
Women's Union de McGill), devra convoquer 
une réunion à la mi-octobre et formuler une 
série de propositions à inscrire au pro- 
gramme d'action de l'ANEQ dans la lutte 
contre la discrimination faite aux femmes 
dans l'emploi et dans l'enseignement.

Congrès (partie II) de l'ANEQ 

Les débats furent repris au CEGEP de St- 
Hyacinthe, les 3, 4 et 5 juin. 

Une des questions brûlantes du congrès 
fut la montée de la répression policière en 
milieu étudiant. Un sous-comité spécial fut 
créé pour en étudier les circonstances et 
pour formuler un plan de campagne pour 
défendre les associations et les Individus 
subissant l'intimidation politique (voir article 
première page). 

Au diapason de la vague d'anti -militarisme 
chez les jeunes, l'ANEQ a ensuite décidé 
d'appuyer l'Initiative de la Coalition 
Québécoise Etudiante pour le Désarmement 



(COQED, qui comprend le groupe McGillois 
Project Ploughshares) de tenir un colloque 
en octobre et de mobiliser la population étu- 
diante pour la grande manifestation anti- 
Cruise prévue pour le 22 octobre, "Journée 
International de Résistance à la production, 
aux essais et à l'installation des missiles de 
croisière". 

Enfin, les congressistes procédèrent à 
l'élaboration des priorités de la rentrée: 
campagne sur le chômage chez les jeunes, 
lutte pour l'amélioration des conditions 
financières des étudiants-es, atteintes au 
droit d'association, loi 32, droits des fem- 
mes. 

Commission parlementaire: Loi 32 

Le 9 juin dernier, les associations na- 
tionales, ainsi que les directions des institu- 
tions collégiales et universitaires étaient con- 
voquées à une commission parlementaire 
sur la loi 32 

En guise de préparation, l'ANEQ avait tenu 
une consultation de ses membres et des 
associations non-membres proches d'elle 
(particulièrement les AGE de plusieurs 
CEGEPs anglophones). Lors de la présenta- 
tion de son mémoire, l'ANEQ avait recueilli 
l'assentiment de plus de 25 associations. 

Dans ce mémoire, il était précisé que le 
projet de loi ne réglait pas le problème 
soulevé, soit le refus de plusieurs ad- 
ministrations de reconnaître les associations 
et de percevoir une cotisation pour les ac- 
tivités de ces dernières. L'ANEQ déclara 
également que le ministère n'avait nullement • 
tenu compte des nombreuses propositions 
de changement aux règlements sur les 
associations locales que l'ANEQ formule au 
ministère depuis le début des années 80. 

L'avis juridique du ministère de l'éduca- 
tion (1981) qui rendait non-obligatoire la 
perception des cotisations par les ad- 
ministrations, créait intentionnellement un 
trou, selon l'argumentation de l'ANEQ, un 
trou que le gouvernement vient maintenant 
combler par une loi-cadre qui garantira, 
sous condition, le financement des AGE, 
alors que la majorité du mouvement étudiant 
demandait une intervention ministérielle 
pour obliger les établissements à reconnaître 
la légitimité de facto des associations 
démocratiques dont s'étalent dotés-es les 
étudiants-es et de percevoir la cotisation. 

Alors que la RAEU s'enthousiasmait de ce 
projet copié sur les principes qu'il défend, le 
caucus universitaire de l'ANEQ (McGill, Con- 
cordia, Sherbrooke, UQAM) précisait que: 
"les marottes législatives du RAEU et, en 
sous-entendu, ses pratiques, l'étonnante . 
autonomie de sa direction, sans compter les 
rapprochements avec le gouvernement au 
pouvoir maintes fois réitérés, auront conduit 
à une plus que légère chute de 55% du 
membership du RAEU en moins de 18 
mois...". Le caucus universitaire de 
l'ANEQ, avec ses quatre AGE anciennement 
du RAEU, totalise 70,000 étudiants-es, alors 
que le RAEU n'en compte que 53,000! 

Malgré le désaccord d'une majorité des 
groupes étudiants face au projet de loi 32, le 
gouvernement n'a repris que quelques 
remarques du RAEU pour en modifier super- 
ficiellement le contenu avant son adoption 
finale le 23 juin, en pleine période estivale où 
les étudiants-es ne pouvaient évidemment 
pas être présents-es pour se prononcer 
démocratiquement sur le dossier. 

Le seul effet de ce mépris gouvernemental 
à l'endroit des désirs d'une section de la 
jeunesse de conserver son autonomie aura 
été finalement de renforcer la solidarité entre 
les membres de l'ANEQ et probablement 
d'amener entre 5 et 10 nouvelles adhésions 
d'associations non-membres cet automne.

Dans une 
Afrique colonisée par des Blancs à la 
cupidité et à l'allure repoussantes, un jeune 
homme (Francis Huster), trompé par un 
emploi bidon, se laisse trempé dans une 
douteuse affaire de concessions territoriales. 
Galnsbourg a su tirer du roman de Simenon 
une atmosphère étouffante, des person- 
nages machiavéliques, un érotisme lanci- 
nant. 

Film excellent donc au point de vue de 
l'ambiance: on vit l'Afrique. Quant au reste , 
c'est un échec navrant. Non seulement notre 
réalisateur n'a rien inventé au niveau techni- 
que, mais ses jeux de caméra sont utilisés à 
saturation. Par exemple, un mouvement de 
va-et vient sur le comptoir revient six fois et 
un canot a pris huit longues minutes à 
traverser l'écran.

Le troisième niveau révèle un 
conte merveilleux à la Tolkien. 

Resnajs s'amuse visiblement en se mo- 
quant des colloques, des stéréotypes, des 
élans mystiques. Les chants, les danses et 
les répliques espiègles en font foi. Mais plus 
que le simple humour.- La vie est un roman

s'avère une réflexion sur la quête du 
bonheur humain, le rôle de l'imaginaire dans 
nos vies rationnelles. A ne rater sous aucun 
prétexte. 

Pour les amoureux de Magritte.je propose 
La belle captivé d'Alain Robbe-Grillet, le 
théoricien du Nouveau Roman dans les 
années 50. S'inspirant du peintre surréaliste 
belge, Robbe-Grillet avait écrit un livre in-' 
titulé La belle captive. Il nous en offre au- 
jourd'hui une version cinématographique. 

L'histoire assez touffue nous est révélée 
peu à peu, entrecoupée de réflexions du pro- 
tagoniste, selon la célèbre sauce Robbe- 
Grillet. Un jeune espion est chargé de don- 
ner une lettre à un diplomate. En chemin, il 
rencontre une jeune fille (Gabrielle Lazure) 
étendue sur la route. On apprend que celle- 
ci est devenue un vampire suite à son 
assassinat par le diplomate, il y a quelques 
années. Notre espion sera rapidement con- 
fondu avec le diplomate, mort lui aussi, et 
des justiciers à l'allure fasciste finiront par le 
fusiller. 

La Belle Captive regorge de belles 
séquences oniriques à la Magritte, et un in- 
téressant montage vidéo/film. Cette produc- 
tion hyper-sérieuse est malheureusement 
mal servie par une mise en scène exagérée 
par moments ce qui confère un ton ridicule à 
certaines scènes. Mais il vaut la peine de 
voir ce film pour renouer avec ce style uni- 
que à Robbe-Grillet. Un conseil: jeter un 
coup d'oeil sur le livre avant de voir le film. 

Après avoir décroché un prix pour son ex- 
cellent Mourir à-trente ans Romain Goupil 
nous propose son premier long métrage de 
fiction, un "polar" à l'atmosphère par- 
ticulièrement réussie: La lava des ombres. A 
sa sortie de prison, un jeune homme cherche 
à se venger en préparant le meurtre de celui 
qui là fait jeter en tôle, le chef de la bande 
•rivale. Sa propre bande l'ayant abandonné, 
il se retrouve seul aux prises avec les 
policiers et ses ennemis dans cette histoire 
politique. Traqué, son projet échouera. 

Quand on fait le bilan de ce film, on doit lui 
donner un dix sur dix. L'atmosphère 
d'angoisse, d'attente, de violence com- 
primée nous prend à la gorge. Une 
photographie envoûtante surtout avec ses 
contrastes bleus/rouges rappelant Diva, une 
musique lancinante, le jeu sensible et 
discret des acteurs dans des personnages 
bien campés témoignent du talent indéniable 
de Goupil. Bref, ce film a tout pour plaire. 
Malheureusement l'étincelle ne jaillit pas; 
l'Intrigue reste vague et tarde à démarrer.La 
dernière demi'heure seulement nous ac- 
croche alors que les policiers et les 
méchants coinceront le jeune homme. Un 
film à belle facture, mais 

Le film en compétition Les années 80 de 
Chantai Akerman ne pouvait pas remporter 
de prix. On ne décerne rien aux réalisateurs 
trop jeunes ou non traditionnels.^ La jeune 
•réalisatrice belge produit des films d'avant- 
garde, souvent longs, mais au charme 
discret et séduisant. Akerman ne laisse pas 
Indifférent; on l'adore ou on la déteste, et le 
public montréalais le sait bien depuis que le 
Festival du Nouveau Cinéma 82 a présenté 
son premier film Toute une nuit. 

Les années 80 nous relate les ébauches 
d'un film, d'une comédie musicale plus 
précisément, qui se situe dans les 
années... soixante. Trois parties dans le film- 
Répétitions, Projet et Les années 80. Les 
Répétitions ont été tournées sur vidéo on y 
voit plusieurs comédiens essayer les mômes 
rôles t parler de la difficulté de les Inter- 
préter Ils apprennent à bouger devant la 
camér; . à danser. Une Intrigue s'esquisse 
peu à peu: un jeune homme, vendeur dans 
une bo,utique de mode retrouve un ancien 
amour. Sa fiancée le voit et se réfugie dans 
le salon de coiffure .où elle traville pour 



pleurer son amour perdu. Dans le Projet, les 
acteurs dansent, chantent. Ces chansons 
d'amour sont prenantes: Akerman tait des 
gros plans sur l'acteur qui chante sans ac- 
compagnement. A souligner, l'interprétation 
que fait Akerman d'une de ses deux chan- 
sons; elle fleurit longtemps dans la 
mémoire... Enfin, durant le dernier quart 
d'heure, présentation de quelques extraits 
du film lui-même. Un film tendre, simple, 
frais; une cinéaste à suivre... 

Toujours dans les films en compétition, 
Ml-tigue mi-raisin du Yougoslave Srdian 
Karanovic traite du choc culturel 
E.-U. /Yougoslavie sur un ton humoristique 
et tendre. Une journaliste américaine 
chargée d'une série de reportages sur la 
Turquie rate sa correspondance pour Istam- 
boul. Elle se retrouve donc en escale forcéeà 
Belgrade. Là, elle décide de rencontrer un 
ex-ami. Un amour se développe entre eux 
sous l'oeil bienveillant d'un ami commun. 
Les personnages sont des types plutôt que 
des êtres distincts. Elle représente l'améri- 
caine moyenne, libérée, gâtée et étroite 
d'esprit. Lui, c'est le Yougoslave intellectuel 
qui retrousse ses manches pour aider son 
pays à se sortir du trou. L'ami reflète le désir 
des pays de l'Est de s'évader vers l'Occi- 
dent. Bien entendu, l'histoire d'amour finit 
en catastrophe, l'Américaine ne comprenant 
pas ce pays aux mentalités et cultures si 
diverses, ce pays mi-figue mi-raisin. 

Karanovic parle avec émotion de son pays 
et lucidement des différentes idéologies. 
Certaines scènes s'avèrent particulièrement 
senties et subtiles, sauvant ainsi de la 
banalité et de l'humour facile qui le guettent. 
Un montage efficace, une musique bien 
choisie, le jeu naturel des acteurs font de 
cette production un bon petit film chaude- 
ment applaudi par les cinéphiles et la comm- 
munauté yougoslave exacte au rendez-vous 
pour rencontrer le réalisateur. 

La salle 1 du Parisien, la plus grande, était 
comble et les applaudissements nourris pour 
accueillir Margarete von Trotta venue 
' présenter son dernier film A labour ol love. 
En effet, les cinéphiles ont salué l'auteur des 
Années de plomb avec une ovation debout - 
bien méritée d'ailleurs. Fine psychologue, 
von Trotta traite ses films avec sensibilité et 
justesse. 

A labour ol love analyse en profondeur 
l'amitié entre deux femmes et la jalousie 
qu'elle peut provoquer chez l'homme. Lors 
d'une visite chez des amies, deux femmes 
se rencontrent. L'une est belle, lumineuse, 
éclatante de vie (Hanna Schygulla). L'autre 
est faite d'ombres et, rongée par diverses 
peurs (merveilleuse Angela Winkler). Peu à 
peu, elles s'apprivoisent d'abord avec l'ac- 
cord tacite du mari d'Elisa (A. Winkler) puis 
devant sa jalousie croissante. Il empêchera 
sa femme d'exposer ses toiles dans une 
galerie, puis la poussera au suicide - ten- 
tative ratée. Elisa et son amie partiront en 
voyage en Egypte; leur retour marquera la 
rupture définitive entre Elisa et son mari. 

Ce film vibrant Joue sur les oppositions en- 
tre les séquences en couleurs — la réalité - 
et celles en noir et blanc - les fantasmes 
d'EJisa. La photographie et les plans ap- 
profondissent efficacement l'investigation 
profonde et sincère de l'amitié féminine. El 
quelle Interprétation! Angela Winkler séduit 
par son jeu intériorisé. Et le talent de 
Schygulla n'est plus à démontrer. Margarete 
von Trotta envoûte par des films finement 
ciselés, et A labour of love souligne son im- 
mense talent.

A l'heure des Reagan, Mutroney 
et Bourassa, au moment où le P.Q.

Dance rescheduled

.Saturday, a last minute deci- 
sion rescheduled the annual 
Residence Street Dance so as to 
no longer fall on Yom Kippur, a 
major Jewish holiday.

Presi- 
dent of McConnell Hall Jon 
Becker said "people who are 
both Jewish and non-Jewish 
feel that it's sort of ridiculous to 
have it (the dance) on the holi- 
day, and some people haved 
decided not to attend." 

Becker had not been con- 
sulted by the IRC as to the 
scheduling of the dance. 

According to Matthews and 
Students' Society President 
Bruce Hicks, the conflict was 
not discovered until Mid- 
August. "At that stage," said 
Hicks, "everything (advertising 
the dance) had gone to print 
from the Student Handbook to 



the flyers.' 

Matthews said he made his 
original decision to hold the 
dance on Friday because he had 
been under the false impression 
that the holiday does, not begin 
until Saturday. Yom Kippur, 
which is a time of atonement, 
actually begins at sundown Fri- 
day evening. 

"It's going to happen from 
year to year. I don't see any way 
around it," he said, adding that 
interested groups on campus 
such as Hillel should try to 
make Students' Society "more 
aware of such holidays." 

According to Hicks, "it's 
'good faith to try and avoid 
scheduling things on those 
dates. But I don't think I have 
any right, or Students' Society 
has any right, to dictate to peo- 
ple that because of a religious 
holiday no event shall be run." 

Amongst the logistical pro- 
blems created by the change, 
Matthews added, is the need to 
find storage area -for approx- 
imately four hundred cases of 
beer and seventy-five bags of 
ice. The building the IRC was 
going to use to store the beer 
and ice is not available for use 
on Saturday. 

However, . some precautions 
were taken in advance and a li- 
quor license was obtained for 
the seventeenth, since it was the 
"rain-out day."

While in confidential session, 
Students' Society Council ap- 
proved a motion to hire an Ex- 
ecutive Director, according to 
councillors who refused to be 
identified. They said the posi- 
tion will be filled by Paul 
McKay from Humber College 
in Toronto. 

During the session, one coun- 
cillor put forward a proposal to 
postpone the decision a week 
due to the lack of experience of 
the members and the objection 
that all councillors had not been 
informed a decision was to be 
made at the first meeting. 

"We were only given a week 
to consider the $40,000 ques- 
tion," said Vice-President Ex- 
ternal Patrick Gagnon. 

Gagnon was concerned with 
the credentials of the candidate. 
He questioned his ability to 
speak french and whether a 
unilingual anglophone selection 
committee could assess his 
fluency. The Director is man- 
dated to advise on the Québec 
student movement . 

"These and other questions 
were not addressed," one 
source said, "they were just try- 
ing to railroad this proposal 
through; it was really imposed 
on us." 

Another councillor said "the 
position is in the Constitution 
so we have to fill it. I also hap- 
pen to be in favour of the posi- 
tion." 

There was some delay in mov- 
ing into confidential session 
because some students refused 
to leave the 'gallery* in protest 
of the confidential session. The 
only reason given for moving 
into confidential session, was 
for the discussion of the can- 
didate's credentials and also his 
salary. 



After the confidential session 
there was debate whether to ac- 
cept the appointments made by 
the Executive Committee over 
the summer to several commit- 
tees including the Senate 
Bookstore Committee, 
Athletics Board, and the Budget 
Steering Committee on CCSS. 
(Committee and the Coordina- 
tion of Student Services) 

All the appointments were 
members of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 

V.P. Steven Matthews called 



the manner of the appointments 
"extra-legal at best." 

Scott Keating denounced the 
attempt saying that "the posi- 
tions were not considered — on- 
ly names were. And if these ap- 
pointments were as altruistic as 
Mr. Hicks suggests, then some 
non-Executive Committee 
members would have been ap- 
pointed." 

A motion to refer the ap- 
pointments to the nominating 
comittee was passed, the only 
opposing vote from Hicks. 



MSS cuts 26 club budgets

Many campus clubs can have 
all the fun they want this year, 
but no money. 

Many clubs are not receiving 
any funding this year due to 
strict enforcement of Students' 
Society budget submission 
deadlines. 

When clubs missed the April 
29th budget deadline, Students* 
Society members cracked down. 
The Joint Management Com- 
mittee (JMC), the Society's 
financial body, rejected all late 
budgets. 

Students' Society President 
Bruce Hicks said, "Since we're 
not deficit financing this year, 
the rules have to be enforced." 

26 campus organisations were 
denied funding because of late 
budgets. 13 groups were granted 
the standard $400 for budgets 
handed in on time. The former 
El Salvador Committee was also 
funded by Students' Society as a 
club. It is no longer a Students' 
Council committee. 

Last week, representatives 
from Project Ploughshares, one 
of the groups denied funding, 
met with Student Society ex-

''There was no mismanagement or corruption. It 
was a concious decision to deficit finance in order 
to increase services." 

This was how Bruce Hicks, President of Students' Society, 
defended the outstanding debt of $750,000 owed to the ad- 
Hicks, Vice-President (Internal Affairs) of last year's Ex- 
ecutive Committee, admits there were errors made in 82/83. 

After deciding against hiring a new Executive Director, 
Students' Society reallocated the extra money four times 
over. Gertrude';s budgeted revenue was exaggerated by 
$40,000 ($1 10,000 compared to $70;000). 

In addition, money was spent on the assumption that stu- 
dent fees would be increased for the present operating fiscal 
year. Students voted against 
referndum.

ecutives. 

■ Ploughshares organiser Chris 
Cockrill said, "We asked about 
other forms of getting money 
and they told us to fund raise." 

"We were late (in submitting 
a budget) because people in the 
Students* Society office told us 
it didn't matter as long as we 
had it in before mid-June when 
the JMC met. Ploughshares 
never had its budget in on time. 
They are applying regulations 
retroactively," said Cockrill. 

In July, the JMC established 
a subcommittee to "study the 
problems of interest groups." 
The subcommittee is composed , 
of club representative Scott 
Keating, dentistry represen- 
tative Cameron Clokie and 
Comptroller Jon Shifman. Ac- 
cording to Hicks, the subcom- 
mittee reported to the JMC 
before its scheduled September 
1st deadline. 

Hicks said many groups 
overspend and put proceeds 
from events into non-Society 
bank accounts. 

"The subcommittee members 
said they needed a whole year to 
study the problem. So this year 
we are just funding the clubs 
who got their budgets in on 
time," he said. 

According to Hicks, the JMC 
allocated enough money to fund 
20 clubs, but is only granting 
money to the 13 who applied on 
time.

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McGill blasted by Blasser suit

Former Dentistry student 
Judith Blasser will seek a court 
injunction against McGill, ac- 
cording to her lawyer Larry Git- 
man. 

On September 15th Blasser' s 
lawyer will ask the court to 
order that the decision or the 
Senate Committee on Student 
Grievance (SCSG), permitting 
Blasser to continue her studies 
in Dentistry, remain valid. 

A recently- formed Senate 
committee has yet to rule on a 
challenge to the SCSG decision. 
Barring a breach of procedure 



or natural justice, decisions of 
the Grievance Committee are 
final. 

. Shortly after the Committee's 
ruling last spring, the Faculty of 
Dentistry appealed its decision 
to Senate. Senate found that the 
committee had overstepped its 
mandate by addressing 
academic matters and ap- 
pointed a three person ad-hoc 
committee to rehear Blaster's 
case. 

: "Our contention is that the 
Senate Committee on Student 
Grievance had the jurisdiction 
to render the decision that they 



did," said Gitman. "The facul- 
ty wasn't happy with the deci- 
sion and therefore challenged 
it." 

George Inny, a student on the 
committee, said the SCSG acted 
well within its limits. 

"We did have an advisor 
(Law professor Julius Grey) 
with substantial legal 
background," he remarked. 
"As well, committee members 
were well aware of the mandate 
embodied in the Senate regula- 
tions and the framework under 
which we worked." 



Grievance procedure panned

"The Grievance Committee is 
dead," said Law Senator and 
Legal Aid advisor David 
Allscbrook. 

Allsebrook's anger was fuel- 
ed by a recent Senate decision 
that overturns a ruling by the 
Senate Committee on Student 
Grievance (SCSG). 

The Code on Grievance Pro- 
cedures states "the decision of 
the SCSG shall be Final, save for 
a challenge to Senate on the 
grounds of faulty procedures or 
breach of natural justice." 
. In this case. Senate found in 
favour of a challenge from the 
Faculty of Dentistry and ruled 
that the committee had no 
jurisdiction in academic affairs. 

The faculty resisted a SCSG 
decision in. May 1983 to allow 
Dentistry student Judith Blasser 
to pursue her studies, preferably 
at the Université de Montreal. 
Blasser had been expelled from 



the faculty in January J 982. 

While the Code denies the 
grievance committee the right to 
change grades or marks, it does 
not prohibit the SCSG from rul- 
ing on matters of expulsion and 
reinstatement or other academic 
affairs. • 

Allscbrook explained the 
decision regarding Judith 
Blasser ultimately concerns all 
students. He contended that 
Senate's decision strips the 



grievance committee of any 
power to aid students against 
the University. 

"Why should students put 
faith in a committee that is not 
politically viable? The grievance 
committee is not capable of giv- 
ing the students their day in 
court. What is the student's 
recourse in qn academic 
dispute?" 

As well, the grievance com- 
mittee discourages professors

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Chile and Nicaragua: 
A repeal performance 



Salvador Attende is not dead. He is not dead, but a symbol of heroism and 
courage in the struggle against dictatorship and fascism, and in the liberation 
of our country and all other exploited countries.

The mainline media has been stumbling bver itself in a rush to mystify the ongoing 
crisis in Central America. Indulging in the myopia of viewing the world through the 
eyes of Washington D.C., they draw extended, and usually fatuous, analogies bet- 
ween American posturings in Central America and American experience in Viet 
Nam. 

Ten years ago the United States was licking its wounds over its defeat (i.e. "peace 
with honour") in Indochina. Ten years ago this past week they were also, by proxy, 
exterminating the democratically elected regime of Chile's Salvador Allende. Their 
reasons for this were simple. The Chilean people were obviously not ready for 
democracy — how else could the idealogues of the American way understand how 
the people of Chile had knowingly elected a Marxist government? 

Washington led the Chilean people to a true understanding of their role as a coun- 
try in the sphere of influence of the United States (i.e. a branch plant economy and 
unquestioned acceptance of American policies as relayed by Anaconda Copper). 
The American government helped install General Augusto Pinochet (recently 
described as the Latin American Jaruzclski) as Chile's undisputed master. American 
trained security forces ensured there would be no dispute. Chile's left met the new 
Inquisition, who tortured with electricity instead of the rack, and shot their victims 
instead of burning them at the stake. 

It was ten years ago that the American government oversaw the burial of 
democracy in Chile. To mark the occasion they are moving on to new victims — 
foremost among these is the popular government of Nicaragua. 

To say that the analogy between America's success in destabilising Allende and 
their current efforts to destabilise the Sandinista regime is rigidly accurate would be 
false. It is, however, an extremely useful one, instructive even (if not particularly) 
when the two situations are most different. 

The most obvious difference between the regimes was that Santiago's had been 
brought into power by the ballot, while the Sandinistas gained power through a 
revolution. The importance of this difference should not, however, be over-stressed. 
Elections were possible in Chile. Somoza, with his American trained and armed Na- 
tional Guard, would not allow them in Nicaragua. 

There are other differences; matters of location, size, level of industrialisation and 
extent to which the threat of direct American intervention existed. 

The similarities, however, outweigh the differences. Both countries (unlike the 
Viet Nam analogy currently so popular) were part of America's traditional empire 
In days past this imperialism was justified by the invocation of the Monroe doctrine 
As colonialism and imperialism became part of the world's lexicon of dirty words, it 
was justified in terms of the free exchange of goods and services (when public rela 
tions are the primary concern, noises about concern for democracy are heard.) Both 
countries had historically been dominated by economic elites supported by multina- 
tional (i.e. American controlled) corporations. Both countries brought to power 
popularly supported regimes that were on the left of the political spectrum. 

Perhaps the most important similarity between'the two regimes was that they in 
curred Washington's wrath. By engaging in such un-American activities aS trying to 
bring their populations social and economic equality, by having friendly relations 
with Cuba (America's great satan) and, most importantly, challenging the role of. 
multinational corporations in their economies they revealed themselves as threats to 
American security and way of life. 

America reacts quickly to such threats, initiating economic warfare and attemp- 
ting to destabilise offending governments. If such subtleties prove ineffective, they 
send in their military proxies (after providing them with advisors and arms.) 

There is a final similarity between the popular left wing governments of Chile and 
Nicaragua. Both attempted to bring about a change in their society that was nothing 
short of revolutionary. This, of course, affronted the Americans who (except for a 
brief period when their indigenous mercantile capitalists thumbed their noses at the 
British empire) have never been particularly sympathetic towards revolutions or 
revolutionaries.

The McGill Daily should attempt to 
provide its readers with information 
and analysis of the nature and role of 
post-secondary education within the 
Canadian economic and social system, 
relate the current policies of financial 
cutbacks being waged against- post- 
secondary education and other social 
services to the general economic crisis 
in Canada, and assist students in 
mobilising opposition to these policies. 

Further, the McGill. Daily should 
report on and critically evaluate the 



role played by existing student 
organisations in responding to the 
situation, and encourage change in the 
leadership of these organisations where 
they fail to recognise their responsibili- 
ty to mobilise students. 

The McGill Daily should also pro- 
vide its readers with information and 
analysis of the economic order in 
which we all live, and should assist 
students to mobilise against that order 
where it is found to be preserving the 
class structure or to be oppressive to 
women, gays and lesbians, minorities 
or others. 

Bylaw 2.2: 

Within the optic of the above, the 
major object of this newspaper is to 
cover news fairly and to interpret ideas 
and events to the best of its ability, as is 
necessary to fulfill its primary role as 
an agent of social change. 

Bylaw 2.3: 

This newspaper shall perform both 
an educative and an active function, 
and shall support groups serving as 
agents of social change. 

Bylaw 2.4: 

This newspaper shall use its freedom 
fromcommercial and other controls to 
ensure, that what it docs is consistent 
with its major object, and shall ex- 
amine the issues that other media 
avoid.

Hicks pointed out the deficit is ac- 
cumulative and dates back to the period 
before the Students' Society went under 
trusteeship to the University in 1975. 
However, the largest portion of the 
deficit results from food services (facul- 
ty cafeterias and vending machines) 
which have run for the last five years. 




counting without these new services." . 

Hicks concedes, though, that in the 
case of such a transfer, costs would be 
cut slightly since several new employees 
would be redundant. So would a 
manager and a newly acquired truck for 
deliveries to the food service. 

"Just numbers" 

Hicks continually plays down the 
enormity of the budget as "just 
numbers." 

"We have $460,000 coming in student 
fees, $400,000 in assets, and a $100,000 
reserve fund. If the university foreclosed 
■ on all our loans, which they would never 
do, they could get a good profit." 

Elaborating on the relative in- 
significance of the deficit, he points out 
that the Socity's cash flow is $3 million. 
As such, he feels they have much 
manoeuvrability in amassing and paying 
debts. 

"We are not like a student association 
like A-.S.U.S. (Arts & Science 
Undergraduate Society) that has a cer- 
. tain list of revenue, expenses and a 
balance sheet. With our cash flow, we 
could spend billions (sic) before anyone 
could catch up with us/' he said. 



These services, which include opera- 
tions in the Faculties of Law, Education, 
Arts and Science, the Redpath Library, 
and Gertrudes II are all money losers. 
This year, Students' Society is expan- 
ding into the faculties of Engineering 
and Music. 

Don't worry, it was all planned 

Hicks insisted that all this was fore- 
seen and asks for patience. "Any opera- 
tion takes at least three years to turn 
around. After the initial investment, 
depreciation of value and overhead, we 
need a bit of time to make a profit." 

Questions persist as to the Students' 
Society's role in- such operations, par- 
ticularly when they lose money. Why 
aren't such services just handed over to 
the administration to run at their risk? 

Hicks doubts whether the administra- 
tion would even be interested, "The 
report after trusteeship recommended 
that both Students' Society and the 
University get involved in providing 
food services. Only the Students' Society 
has moved on it." 

Returning to his familiar theme, 
Hicks explained, "these activities in a 
few years will be money-makers. Then 
we can funnel student money into stu- 
dent government for' more student ser- 
vices and activities. Running these ser- 
vices is to our advantage." 

Hicks will not acknowledge that a 
transfer of responsibility of food ser- 
vices would decrease costs substantially. 

"We have to run other services 
anyway, like Gertrude's, the Ballroom 
and clubs. Many employees are respon- 
sible for the entire set of services," he 
said. 

"We have to employ an inventory of- 
ficer to verify that there is enough beer 
at Gertrude's and at Ballroom parties. 
The responsibility is just expanded to 
our new food services. Our Comptroller 
has 90 per cent of his work already in ac- 




Hicks rejects the idea. "Who would it 
help anyway? 

"In the past it would have been im- 
possible to innovate new (expensive) 
projects. Besides, it's just wishful think- 
ing. Last year our annual budget showed 
a deficit of only $8,000 and the actual 
debt was $120,000." 

Even late last year, Vice-President 
Finance David Sinyard was openly 
predicting that, for 82/83, Students' 
Society would "be in the black by at 
least $5,000." 

Proudly, Hicks pointed out that the 
Society has not paid a cent of interest to 
the University in the past and he is confi- 
dent it never will, despite several loans 
with contractual articles to the contrary. 

With the present financial state of 
Students' Society and the many cutbacks 
this year, criticism has been aimed at the 
Executive Committee which wants to 
rehire an Executive Director at an an- 
nual salary of approximately $40,000. 
The post has been vacant since Ron 
Lehrman's resignation in June, 1982. 

Responding to whether an Executive 
Director was really needed, Hicks stated 
"the position is in the constitution, we 
have to fill it." 

The principal reason against another 
staff member taking over the position is 
that "staff is simply overloaded, that's 
why the University recommended we 
rehire one. Last year I asked our Comp- 
troller for a memorandum on an issue, a 
job he is really not qualified for. He did 
a good job but fell behind in his work." 
' Hicks feels the Society has to have so- 
meone as a "permanent resource per- 
. son." And which new resources would 
the new appointee attempt to tap? 

"Last year, Students* Council decided

After a moment, however, he added: 
"Realistically, we could finance a $1 
million debt without any real problem." 
No mere association 

Hicks specified that "you have to 
understand that we are not just an 
association or a club but an actual 
government." 

Questioned on the taxing power of his 
"government," Hicks admitted it could 
not raise indirect taxes at will, since 
students must approve each fee hike. 
However, he stressed indirect tax in- 
creases were within the Executive Com- 
mittee's control. 

"Beer at Gertrude's is presently $1 .30. 
We. feel we could raise it to $1.50 
without any decrease in the volume sold. 
This would bring in an extra $90,000 in 
government revenues," he said. 

This measure, although considered 
during budget drafting, was not adopted 
since cuts were sufficient to balance the 
books. 

What about a constitutional amend- 
ment to force balancing of budgets?. 




the Executive Director should have a 
role in political responsibility. It was felt 
the Comptroller should look after the 
accounts, and the Program Director the 
administration and business." 

Many are curious about the Executive 
Director's "political advocacy role" 
considering that Students' Society for 
the past five years has shown far more 
interest in money than in political 
movements. 

"As I see it," Hicks responded, " his 



function will not be to instigate any mar- 
ches. He will not have any active par- 
ticipation in student crusades. Rather, 
he will act as an advisor and support 
staffer to help mobilise student 
organisations, and as a resource person 
to work out technical aspects." 

He feels the Executive Director should 
work for the Executive Committee in an 
advisory capacity in order to ensure a 
continuity of direction in the Society. 

Then might students have less control 
over the bureaucratic Students' Society? 
Might even more power be handed over 
to civil servants for the sake of continui- 
ty?" 

Hicks says he wants to be clear on this 
point. "It is the Executive and Council 
that make the decisions. No political 
power is exercised by our full-time 
employees. They advise and recommend 
options, we make the decisions." 

Why not a Students' Society 
run by students? 

Hicks feels a Students' Society run by 
students would not be as effective and 
productive as the present regime. 

He admits costs would go down since 
students would be delighted to work for 
minimum wage in a position relating to 
their field of study (compared to salaries 
of $30,000 and over for actual ex- 
ecutives). Yet he insists volume (read ef- 
ficiency) would go down, since students 
would not have the motivation or the 
know-how to do a professional job. 

"Students are always leaving and 
don't mind overspending since they 
won't be around next year. 

"A third-year management student 
might be able to keep the books arrang- 
ed but would lack the practical 
knowledge necessary in cases of threat 
of strike or other possible crises." 

Hicks seems to consider the idea of 
students running the Society natve and 
impractical. "When I first came to 
Students' Society, I thought there 
should be more student participation in 
the administration. But I've seen too 
much to still believe that." 

Hicks demonstrated his lack of con- 
fidence in students' professionalism by 
giving as an example the student-run 
University of Queens Pub (equivalent to 
McGill's employee-run Gertrude's) 
which is always deficitary. "That means 
too many free beers, free pizza, petty 
thefts and general irresponsability." 

Hicks also feels that the Society has 
become too big for just students. With a 
$3 million cash flow, 100 clubs and ac- 
tivitiees, dozens of publications, the en- 
tire Food & Beverage department and so 
on, the financial affairs of student 
government are just too complex to be 
left in the hands of students. 

This view is corroborated by the 1977 
Student/University (Majority) Report 
on the Restructuration of Students' 
Society after Trusteeship. The conse- 
quence is constant decrease of student 
input at both the decisional and func- 
tional levels of the Society. 

What 'about a Students* Society 
without students? Following the above 
line of thinking, such an association 
(read corporation) would be the most ef- 
ficient, productive and profitable of all.

•ascertaining whether or not 
there is a "Green 
consciousness" in Québec,, 
from which a power base could 
be drawn, 

•developing an organisational 
structure for Québcc's Greens, 

•deciding whether or not the 
Greens in Québec should be a 
formal political party or a

•evolving a decision-making 
process for future Green 
organizations,

ciples. 

The gathering of roughly 1 10 
individuals decided that this 

province is indeed ready to hear 
the Green message and that 
there is no inherent contradic- 
tion between political activity 
and educational activity. 

The questions of a statement 
of principles, decision-making 
procedure and organizational 
structure were not addressed 
and were to be resolved at the 
business meeting scheduled for 
the following week. 

The Greens have ' been 
established in Canada since 
March when they began 
organizing in British Columbia. 



As of yet, however, no national 
platform has been devcloppcd. 
Adopting one is a goal of the 
party's first national convention 
to be held in Ottawa this 
November. 

"Die Gruenc Partci" 
originated in West Germany as 
a loose coalition of pacifists, en- 
vironmentalists, anti-militarists, 
feminists and religious groups. 
In the most recent West German 
federal elections, the Greens 
received over five percent of the 
vote, and were thus able to send 
27 representatives to the 
Bundestag — West Germany's 
parliament. Green movemcms 
are presently active in Sweden, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Ita- 
ly and France.

Infractions of human rights 
are more common today in the 
USSR than they were during 
one of the most oppressive 
periods of Soviet history. 

So spoke Joshua Rubcnstein, 
Northeastern Regional Director 
of Amnesty International 
U.S.A., during Saturday's 
regional conference at 
Marionopolis CEGfcP. 

"There are more prisoners of 
conscience under arrest now in 
the Soviet Union than there 
were prisoners released after 
Stalin in the 50's," Rubcnstein 
stated. 

Amnesty International (AI) is 
a global human rights organisa- 
tion seeking the release of 
"prisoners of conscience" (peo- 
ple imprisoned for their beliefs) 
and fighting for fair and early 
trials for all prisoners and the 
abolition of the death penalty 
and torture. 

AI has adopted an approach 
that focuses on government 
policies of repression rather 
than on the victims. AI's tradi- 
tional practice of adopting in- 
dividual cases is no longer con- 
sidered effective on its own 
because, as Rubcnstein stated, 
"political imprisonment isn't 
the primary difficulty in all 
countries. Instead, it's 
widespread systematic torture 
and assassinations." 

The campaign approach will 
attempt to mobilise public opi- 
nion on specific issues such as 
torture and the death penalty. 
Concern was voiced by 
members of AI with regard to 
the reinstatement of the death 
penalty if a conservative 
government was to come to 
power in Canada.

In an attempt to raise money 
in support of Acquired Immune 
Deficiency Syndrome (AIDS) 
sufferers, People Concerned 
about AIDS (PGAA) has 
organised a cross-Canada 
walkathon to be held Saturday 
October 1st. 

At a recent press conference 
held in Montréal, Bill Mole, the 
Toronto representative of 
PCA A, outlined the goals of the 
walkathon. Money raised will 
be used to provide social ser- 
vices for AIDS patients, to fund 
public and professional educa- 



tion and finance further 
research. 

Mole, who has organised two 
Terry Fox Marathons, hopes to 
raise SI. 8 million. He has 
challenged Canadian Health 
and Welfare Minister Monique 
Begin and Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau to match the amount 
with federal funds. 

The 8000 kilometre distance 
will be divided into 32 km relays 
to be walked, run or cycled in 
Vancouver, Calgary, Toronto, 
Ottawa, Québec City and Mon- 
tréal. 

Québec organisers working 



for AIDS patients were not in- 
formed of the walkathon until 
August 31, leaving the Comité 
SIDA du Québec only a month 
to mobilise support. The delay 
means the event will not be an- 
nounced by Sortie, Quebec's 
principle french-Ianguage gay 
newspaper which appears mon- 
thly.' 

This contrasts with the 
english-language gay media out- 
side Québec which have been 
prepared all summer for the Na- 
tional Registration sign-up day, 
Saturday September 10. 

Despite minor setbacks, an 



AIDS fund has been set up in 
Québec. As with other recent 
national fund-raising, all money 
raised in Québec will remain in 
the province. La Comité SIDA 
du Québec is also in the process 
of establishing a Québec AIDS 
foundation through which to 
apply for provincial, and 
possibly federal, grants. 

After the hysteria that swept 
through the United States this 
summer, Canadian organisers 
want to educate Canadians 
about AIDS as quickly as possi-

As of June 1983, more than 
1,600 cases of AIDS have been 
identified around the world. In 
Canada, 29 cases of AIDS have 
been confirmed, 14 of which in 
volvc gay or bisexual men. 

Mole and other Canadians 
' have become concerned over the 
AIDS situation because su 
ferers' needs, which are more 
than just medical, are not being 
met. People with AIDS find 
themselves incapable of taking 
care of themselves at home, are 
alienated from friends, relatives 
and society in general. 

AIDS committees and health 
collectives across Canada, such 
as Le Collectif d'intervention 
communautaire auprès des gaies 
(CICAG), are struggling to 
avoid this alienation by 
publishing information about 
AIDS, by pressuring the 
government to commit itself to 
helping AIDS patients, by pro- 
viding social services for those 
affected and by raising money 
themselves for research.

Director 
Scott regrets the libraries will 
not be able to ameliorate the 
situation.
